Mr. Speafcer :— . .As a result of the improvements costing more 
than one lakh of rupees, some ryots are going to be benefited, and 
cex|amly Government me justified in levying the betterment tax 
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on those, but not on those people who are already having the 
benefit. 

Sri N* Ramachandra Reddy : — 

It might be wet, but supply might have been precarious. When 
improvements are made, the precarious condition will be taken out 
and as Mr. K. V. Narayana Reddi said, supply is assured. That is 
why the additional charge which is only nominal. Only Rs. 50 or so 
in 20 annual instalments will be charged ; therefore it will be a nominal 
charge only. 

Sri P. Sundarayya : — Whether it is nominal charge or anything 
is not the point.

28th February, 1964 have been given alleging that the Collector of 
West Godavari district having convened an irrigation Conference at 
11 a.m. on 9th January, 1964 at Settipeta for which all the members of 
the Assembly and Presidents of the Samithies in the district were 
invited for the purpose of finalising additional area for II crop in the 
district, went on deciding one taluk after the other without consulting 
any of them, practically ignoring their presence as it were, and that as 
his indifferent and ^insolent behaviour in asking the member? to sit 
down when they sought information regarding the extent of flodd 
affected area in the district, the quantity jof water available for addi- 
tional II crop, etc., and wanted to move some resolutions, saying more 
than once 'This is not an Assembly to make speeches as you please or 
pass resolutions' which ultimately resulted in all the MX.As. staging 
a walk out from the meeting out of disgust and as a protest,constitutes 
contempt of the House, necessary action may be taken against him for 
the same. During the hearing in the House on 11th March, 1964, Sri 
V. Satyanarayana and Sri Seshavatharam of those who had given* 
notice, stated the same facts as mentioned by them in their notices 
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and other Members also, viz., Sarvasri Shyama Sundara Rao, N, Ven- 
katramiah and A. Krishna Rao who were present at the said meeting 
stated that it was all true. It is thus seen both from the rceitals in the 
notices and the statements of the members in the House, that the 
version of what transpired in the Conference on 9th January, 1964 is 
virtually the same, viz., that the Collector asked the members more* 
than once to sit down saying "This is not an Assembly to speak, etc., 5 
except the only difference in language in narrating the same in the 
House.

STATEMENT BY THE MINISTER FOR PLANNlG AND 

PANCHAYAT RAJ. 

re : Elections to tlie Panchayats reorganisation of Panchayat Samith 
Blocks and elections to Panchayt Samitliis and Zilla Parishads. 

Br. M. Chenna Reddy : — Mr. Speaker Sir, as I promised the other 
day in the context of questions and answers on the budget demands, 
I am making a statement with your permission, Sir, about the elections 
to the Gram Panchayats, reorganisation of Panchayat Samithi Blocks 
and elections to Panchayat Samithis and Zilla Parishads. 

The question of prescribing criteria for the constitution of Pan- 
chayats has been engaging the attention of Government for quite 
f*ome tim*. This matter was discussed at various stages, namely, 
at the time of consideration of the Integrated Panchayats Bill in the 
Joint Select Committee of the Legislature, at the discussions on the 
Bill in both Houses of the Legislature and also after the Bill has been 
passed into Law. 

2. Originally, it was proposed that population- cum-economic 
viability should be the basis for the constitution of a Gram Panchayat. 
Accordingly the following criteria were then adopted* 

(i) Population of not less than 3,000 for a Panchayat. 

(«) Income of Rs, 1,000 in Andhra area and Rs. 500 in Teiengana 
area where the population is less than a thousand. 

(Hi) Grouping of villages da the basis of distance.

8, When these criteria were applied, representations were re- 
ceived by Government that many of the existing ^Panchayats would 
have to be merged with the neighbouring Panchayats to conform to 
thes< rules. Specific instances of Srikakulam district was- brought te

SW P. F. Narasimka Rao: — Mr. Speaker, Sir, regarding the allega* 
tions in the adjournment motion, I have to submit as follows : — 

(a) Regarding the ill-treatment of women satyagrahis at the gate 
of the Assembly: — 

The above allegation is baseless. Women aityagrahis numbering 
*.2 were dealt with at every stage by women Police only. No male 
Police Officer at any stage dealt with the women satyagrahis, much 
less an Assistant Commissioner of Police. 

At about 8 a.m. on the 9th March,some women workers of Bharatiya 
Jana Sangh arrived at the gate of the Legislative Assembly in batches 
of 3 and 4 m cars and joined together, despite the prohibitory order 
enjoining that more than 5 persons should not gather, and raised slogans 
on their demands. Later the 12 satyagrahis led by Smt. Ilamadevi, 
w/o Sri B. V. Reddi, stopped cars and blocked the passage leading to 
the Assembly, including Minister for Law. The satyagrahis became 
out of control and restrained people entering the Assembly and obstruc- 
ted flow of traffic. They were therefore arrested and removed by the 
Women Police. 

(b) Regarding the satyagrahi named Smt. Venkafcamma and the 
injuries she is said to have received at Anantapur : — 

This allegation also is totally baseless. There was no satyagraha 
or any other incident at Anantapur on 29-2-1964 and therefore the 
question of anyone becoming unconscious or receiving injimes does not 
arise. However on 27-2-1964 at about 0915 hrs. about 100 persons 
including 20 women collected before jthe Taluk Office, Anantapur. 
Seven of them obstructed the staff and ftehaved in a disorderly manner. 
They were therefore arrested and remeved. The remaining persons 
suddenly tried 4;o rush into the office in a riotous manner, when they 
were prevented by the Police. No lathi charge was resorted to as 
alleged. In the process of the crowd trying to rush forward and the 
police trying to prevent them, there was a sort of stamped in the course 
f which one Venkatamma, * aged 88 years, a vegetable vendor* of 
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9 

Anantapur fell down. She soon got up and walked away. She was later 
taken to the hospital and admitted by some one, without the knowledge 
of the Police. Intimation from the hospital was received by the Police 
only after her admission. The Accident Register m the Hospital dis- 
closed that she had an abrasion on the lower lip and tenderness over the 
chest and left hip joint. She was never unconscious. 

(c) Regarding Smt. Parvatamma, sister of Sri V. K. Adinarayana 
Reddy and the conditions alleged, at the sub- jail, Tadpatri : — 

The Judicial Second Class Magistrate, Tadpatri, who is the Superin 
tendent of the sub-jail, Tadpatri, states that Smt. B. Parvatamma i s 
kept in a separate cell. An adjacent cell with a curtain has been provi- 
ded for her as bath-room-c^n-urinal. There is a separate latrine for 
the females in the sub-jail. The cell, the bath room and latrine are 
kept well cleaned with phenyl, and soap. A female warder also is pro- 
vided to attend on her. It will thus be seen that elementary facilities 
for latrines, urinals and bath are provided for women satyagrahis, 

I would also wish to add, Sir, that a representation from the Collector 
has been received to the effect that there are a number of under-trials 
in the sub- jails and that he may be permitted to shift them to some 
other sub-jails. Orders have been issued and I think they will be issued 
to-day — the file came to me yesterday — I am sure there won't be any 
trouble regarding over-crowding hereafter. Therefore I request you to 
kindly disallow the motion, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker: — I have seen it myself. Of course I don't see whether 
it is the Assistant Commissioner or somebody obstructing the ladies 
or something like that. I do not know who that police officer is who is 
obstructing ladies from coming to the front. 

Sri P. V. Narasimha rao: — For some minutes I was myself a witness 
of what all happened there. I may submit that while my car was 
entering the gate suddently about 6 or 7 women satyagrahis obstructed 
the way. They only wanted to give some pamphlets, Sir. For that it 
"was not necessary to obstruct the car, but they did not obstruct in large 
number— about 6 or 7 — came all of a sudden and just when the women 
police were trying to stop them I myself volunteered to take the pam- 
phlets ffoi^ their hands and after I took the pamphlets my car was 
alRwed inside the gate* That is what happened and I am sure that is 
generally what happened on that day. I don't know if any men police 
officers overtly obstructed or flushed themback,but from this photo it is 
not very clear whether the officer is actually pushing her back. For all 
that we can understand, he "is perhaps pleading with her and asking 
her not to come forward*

to Panchayat Samithis and Zilla Parishads. 

criteria was resulting in the reduction of the Panchayats to the 
extent of 385 out of a total number of 1,845 panchayats. As a special 
case, it was considered that the financial limit in this district may 
be reduced to Rs f 500. 

4*> Subsequently, during the discussions on the Panchayats BUI 
in the Legislature, the consensus of opinion was that the existing 
panchayats may continue and the criteria may be modified for forma- 
tion of new panchayats —Economic viability need not be the main 
test ; for constitution of panchayats as this may be a varying factor 
from year to year and place to place depending on the releases, grants, 
collection of taxes, etc. and that population and distance should mainly 
form the basis. The question was again discussed with the represen- 
tatives of all the parties. Ultimately, the following criteria were 
prescribed and rules were framed accordingly. 

(1) (i) Where any local area comprised in a village is at a distance 

of two kilometre^ or less from the village, such area may be 
excluded from the village and declared to be a village for 
the purpose of the Act ; provided that the population of 
each of the areas so excluded and of the residuary village 
is not less than 1,000. 

(ii) Where any local area comprised in a village is more than two 
kilometres from the village such area may be excluded 
from the village and declared to be a village for the purposes 
of the Act ; provided that the population of the area so 
excluded is not less than five hundred and of the residuary 
village is not less than 750. 

(Hi) In Scheduled Areas, where any local area comprised in a 
village is more than five kilometres from the village, such 
area may be excluded from the village and declared to be 
a village for the purpose of the Act ; provided that the 
population of the area so excluded is not less than 800. 

(2) Where a local area comprised in a village has a population 

of less than five hundred but is at a distance of mogre than 
two kilometres from that village and another Jpeal area 
comprised in a neighbouring village has a population of 
less than five hundred but is at^a distance of more than twa 
kilometres from the village in which it is comprised and the 
said local areas are continuous and their combined popula- 
tion is-jaot less than five hundred, the Commissioner, may, 
with the previous approval of the Government, exclude the 
said local areas from the respect ve villages in which they 
are comprised* and declare them to be a village for th# 
purpose of the Act.* * 
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(8) Where a gram panchayat passes a unanimous resolution 
that a local area comprised in the village shah not be ex- 
cluded therefrom, the Commissioner, if satisfied that such 
resolution is not vitiated by an irregularity, impropriety oi 
illegality shall not exclude such area from the village. 

(4) Notwithstanding that a local area comprised in a village o x 

contiguous local areas comprised in neighbouring villages 
fall short of the requirements specified in tests (1) and (2) 
for their exclusion from the village or villages and declara- 
tion as a village, the Commissioner, if satisfied that such 
shortage is negligible and that such exclusion and declara- 
tion is necessary or desirable, may so exclude and declare, 
with the previous approval of the Government* 

(5) The District Collectors have been taking action for re-con- 
stituting the Panchayats with reference to the criteria mentioned 
above. From the preliminary reports received from the Collectors 
it has transpired that this re-grouping has resulted in considerable 
increase in the total number of panchayats to the extent of about 
4,000 more than the number of panchayats that existed earlier, 

6. Representations have also begun pouring in for and against 
such re-grouping and also complaining that the criteria are not being 
uniformly followed in respect of all villages now being re-grouped. 
The Government found on a preliminary examination of the proposals 
sent by the Collectors that there is some substance in the apprehensions. 
The Collectors have also brought to the notice of Government many 
practical difficulties in the matter of implementation of thcia rules, 
especially in the Telangana area where hamlets are not clearly de- 
marcated in the revenue records. As the Government programmed 
t<f push through the elections before the monsoon sets in, there is not 
enough time now left to consider all such representations and com- 
plaints received in this regard and anything done in a hurry within 
this short r g$riod may lead to more confusion and' anomalies may 
arisef They have, therefore, decided that the ensuing ordinary elec- 
tions to Gram Panchayats should be conducted only in respect of 
those which have been in existence on 18th January 1964, the date 
of commencement of the Andhra Pradesh Gram Panchayats Act 
1964.

7. The question of re-examining the criteria prescribed for the 
re-grouping of panchayats in all its aspects will be taken up by the 
Gorernment after the elections are completed. 
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9. The Government have considered the report of the High 
Power Committee on the re-organisation of the Panch lyat Samithi 
Blocks m the State. They have since decided that the total number 
of Blocks should be reduced to 806 as against 448, now existing. But 
there will be no reduction in respect of Tribal Blocks.
